In response to the Detailed Action in this matter, mailed September 9, 2005 , requiring 
election of species, applicant submits the following: 

Extension Request 

A one month extension of time in which to respond to the detailed action mailed 
September 9, 2005 is hereby requested. A check in the amount of $60.00 is included with this 
request. 


Your applicant does not agree that election should be required for examination of this 
application, and traverses this requirement. However, in accordance with the suggestions of the 
examiner, applicant provisionally elects the species designated "II" by the examiner in the 
Detailed Action of September 9, 2005 for immediate prosecution on the merits. Species II 
represents the version of the invention claimed in claims 15-26, drawn to a method of stacking. 
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Thus, in the event that no generic claims are held to be allowable in prosecution of this 
application, the prosecution of this application would be restricted to claims related to Species II 5 
and any claims directed towards other species would be the subject for a divisional or 
continuation application. Consequently, applicant provisionally elects the species of the Pallet 
Loading and Unloading Sling set forth in claims 15 - 26 of the above-referenced application.
